REMARKS 

Claims 1-15 are all the claim pending in the present application. Applicant thanks the 
Examiner for withdrawing the previous prior art rejections. However, the Examiner now applies 
some new rejections. 

Specifically, claims 3-5, 13 and 15 are now rejected under 35 U.S.C, § 1 12, second 

paragraph, as allegedly being indefinite. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 

allegedly being unpatentable over Gopinathan (US Patent No. 5,819,226) and Berger (US Patent 

Application Publication No. 2002/0103752). Finally, claims 9-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 

103(a) as being unpatentable over Gopinathan and Berger, as applied to Claim 1 above, and 

further in view of Hassett (US Patent No. 6,653,946). 

§112. second parasraph Re jections - Claims 3-5, 13, and 15 
Applicant submits that claims 3-5, 13, and 15 satisfy the requirements of 35 U.S.C. § 

1 12. See Statement of Substance of Interview. 

Prior Art Rejections - Claims 1-15
